return  hither ;  but  af¬ 
ter  the  Expiration  of 
two  Days,  when  he  had 
well  examined,  as  his 
Cuftom  was  every  Year, 
the  Waters  of  the  three 
Fountains,  and  found 
that  thofe  of  Geronfer 
were  not  tinftured  as 
ufually  with  Oak-leaves,
